By J. S. Hubbard 
Jefferson City, March 5.—With the 
close of the regular seventy-day ses­ 
sion but ten days away and with the 
House calendar loaded, it seems im­ 
possible to clean up the slate within

measures left for consideration. And 
there are still several that 
are 
of 
great importance and that will 
re­ 
quire much time for disposal. 
Few 
believe that the work can be finished 
within a week 
or ten 
days of 
the 
time the session should close. 
v 
Hope for additional avenue at this 
session to help the schools and state 
institutions is almost despaired of. 
There is some talk that 
the Senate 
may approve the 
Governor’s 
“nui­ 
sance tax ” measure, at least in part, 
but earlier in the session it was giv­ 
en out that it had no chance in 
the 
Senate. 
However, the failure of the 
House to pass the revenue measure 
increasing the property tax 2 cents on 
the hundred dollars, raising the cor­ 
poration franchise tax from 50c to 
75c and the income tax from 1 
per 
cent to 1 Vfe per cent, may result in 
something more being done to pass 
the Governor’s bill. 
There are still 
pending in the House three bills, call­ 
ing for „the same increases 
as 
the 
one turned down, 
hut 
having 
the 
three propositions separated. 
The Cave joint and concurrent res­ 
olution suhmiting to the 
people 
a 
bond issue of $10,000,000 to be used 
for buildings and maintenance of the 
state institutions was introduced this 
week. 
It would be voted on in 1928, 
if approved by the Senate and House, 
hut would 
not relieve 
the 
present 
needs at this time. 
Two full days were given over in 
the House this week to the passage 
of House bills and several were also 
passed in the Senate, in addition to 
^enate measures. 
Among the bills passed by the Sen­ 
ate was the Kinney bill for changing 
the initiative ballot to read “for” and 
“against” in submitting questions to 
a vote of the people. 
The bill by Senator Ford providing 
that the death penalty he inflicted by 
electrocution at the state penitentiary 
as passed by the Senate. A similar 
bill is on the House calendar for the 
third reading. 
Senator Haymes’ 
bill, 
abolishing 
the criminal court in Greene county 
and vesting its powers in the circuit 
court, was passed. 
In a hill of Senator Ford, passed in 
the Senate, the stealing of thirty dol­ 
lars in money or certain animals such 
as horses, cows, mules, .sheep, etc., 
constitutes grand larceny. 


The Senate on Thursday passed the 
House bill 
requiring 
state 
depart­ 
ments and heads of all state institu­ 
tions to furnish full information to 
the state tax commission in making 
up its budget. 


Four appropriation bills 
that had 
been passed by the House 
were ap­ 
proved by the Senate. 
These provide 
for the payment of principal and in­ 
terest on school and seminary bonds, 
road bonds, soldier bonus bonds and 
the assessment and collection of tax­ 
es, together with the per diem of the 
members of the board of equalization. 
The Appropriations Committee 
is 
getting its work well in hand and has 
most of the important appropriation 
hills in the House for disposal. Three 
new ones this week provide .for the 
payment of the expenses of the gen­ 
eral assembly, for the state depart­ 
ments and for several items of gen­ 
eral relief. 
Both the House and Senate passed

It also contained hun­ 
dreds of smaller items affecting the 
welfare of thousands of people.

BEEF CATTLE ON 
AVERAGE FARMS 


Permanent and profitable systems 
of farming Include live stock, It Is 
pointed out by R. H. Wilcox of the 
farm orgauization and management 
department, 
college 
of 
agriculture, 
University of Illinois. 
Beef cattle, es­ 
pecially, make economical use of the 
feeds and other available production 
factors found on most farms. 
About 
80 per cent of the cost of fattening 
cattle Is made up of the farm-grown 
feeds 
that are normally produced In 
a 
well-balanced 
rotation 
of crops. 
There need, therefore, be but little 
direct cash outlay In fattening cattle, 
other than the purchase price of the 
cattle. 
The crops of a good rotation 
furnish a well-balanced ration for fat­ 
tening cattle. Corn and plenty of 
clover or alfalfa hay form the basis 
for every well-balanced cattle feeding 
ration. 
These crops, upon the aver­ 
age, are fed to cattle at a profit. 
The winter-fed steer Is not usually 
thought of as a farm scavenger, yet 
in a large degree that is what lie is, 
after his appetite for corn has been 
satisfied. 
For, in addition to making 
a market of this corn, the steer also 
makes use of the farm roughages, the 
idle time of men and horses during 
the winter and makes profitable use 
of much farm equipment that other­ 
wise would stand idle. 
A rotation of corn, oats and clover 
with a yield of 50 bushels of corn, 45 
bushels of oats and two tons of clover 
hay to the acre will yield approximate 
ly three fourths of a ton of grain and 
a ton and a half of roughage each 
year. 
There Isn’t much of a market 
for rough feed other than hay, and In 
the long run It is more profitable to 
feed all of these roughages on the 
farm. 
Beef cattle on winter feed in Illl 
noia normally eat three pounds of 
roughage to every 
two pounds of 
grain. 
This Is almost in the propor 
tion that roughage and grain Is pro­ 
duced in a well-balanced rotation. 
To 
a very large extent, the sale price of 
rough feeds depends upon what they 
will bring by being fed to cattle. 
By their natural ability to convert 
farm 
roughages, 
Including 
legume 
hays, Into food for human consump­ 
tion, cattle are a great help In mak­ 
ing it profitable to include the clovers 
in the cropping system. 
Under mar­ 
ket prices of finished cattle the first 
of the year, a well-fed 1,206-pound fat 
steer, bought last September, fed out 
on corn ami clover hay would return 
about $24 to his feeder per ton for 
clover hay after paying 70 cents for 
corn. 
A carload of steers will take about 
250 hours of man labor and 150 hours 
of horse labor In care and feeding. 
Probably much of this labor, where 
cattle are fed would have been wasted 
If no cattle were about, for upon many 
farms there Is enough family labor to 
take care of the cattle. 
By feeding 
cattle, much of this otherwise idle la­ 
bor Is made productive.

Elton, special 
investigator 
for the

to Sikeston to conduct the

showing his receipts and contract. He 
found from them that he had been de­ 
frauded by this agent, who wras pur­

Buchanan was sent a circular letter 
by the Automobile Club referring to 
this man and to others.

The latter 
succeeded E. VY. Clippard, real estate 
dealer of Cape Girardeau, 
who 
re­ 
signed several months ago. 
The bank had total resources 
ag ­ 
gregating $109,698.13. 
Its loans to­ 
talled $59,233.16 
and 
its 
deposits 
about $75,000, according to 
the last 
statement to the finance department 
made on December 2, 1926. 
The bank w a s capitalized at $15,- 
000 and had a surplus at the time of 
the last report of $7200, 
Be.sides Bollinger and Hyslop, oth­ 
ers connected with the bank included 
James M. Hindman, D. L. Looney and 
VV. L. Bess of near Advance, and C. 
A. Schonhoft’ of Cape Girardeau, 
a 
former resident here. 
Closing of 
the 
Exchange 
bank 
leaves the town with one other insti­ 
tution, the Bank of Advance.

8.—At 
least 2000 
persons were killed in the three-min 
ute earthquake, which rocked Central 
Japan last night. 
One thousand lost 
their lives in the town of Mineyama 
alone. 
Numerous villages in the Mineya­ 
ma 
district 
were 
destroyed, while 
fire which came close on the heels of 
the quake accounted for a great num­ 
ber of casualties, which it is expect­ 
ed, will reach 
several 
thousand in 
burned and injured. 
Home office advices from the pre­ 
fecture of Kyoto reported the follow­ 
ing casualties: 
Mineyama, 1000 billed, 1000 houses 
destroyed; Iwataki, 100 killed, 
500 
houses destroyed; Ishawaka, 20 kill 
ed, 31 injured, 492 
houses 
burned; 
Ichiba, 20 killed, 358 houses burned. 
The official advices also indicated 
that 
numerous 
other 
villages had 
been laid waste and that at least 500 
persons 
had been killed 
at various 
places in the same district. 
The Kyoto prefectural governor al­ 
so reported sixty persons 
had been 
killed and eighty houses destroyed at 
Yamada, that several 
other 
village 
w'cre believed virtually destroyed and 
that the casualties in them were not 
known because communication 
ha«’ 
been cut off. 
Relief measures an* being taken by 
the government, 250 police and othei 
relief workers being sent from Kyo­ 
to to aid the inhabitants of the strick­ 
en district. Army airplanes also w-ere 
sent out from Kyoto 
to investigate 
the extent of the devastated area. 
Various reports of the 
casualties 
and damage caused 
by the

were still most 
speculative 
because 
of the interruption of communication 
It may be days before accurate 
fig­ 
ures can be obtained by the govern­ 
ment. 
The shock which at first was hori­

STINNES TO BEGIN LIFE 
AGAIN 
IN 
AMERICA 


Berlin, March 7.—Disgusted with a 
two-year family feud 
over 
admini­ 
stration of the $30,000,000 estate of 
Hugo Stinnes, the 
great 
industrial 
magnate’s eldest 
son, 
Dr. 
Edmund 
Stinnes, plans to leave Germany and 
build up a new fortune, either in the 
United States or South America. 
He is suing in a Berlin court 
for 
divorce from Frau Margaret Stinnes 
on grounds of estrangement 
caused 
by his 
long 
absence 
investigating 
business possibilities in America last 
year. 
A substantial settlement upon 
the W’ife is reported 
to 
have 
been 
agreed upon. 
Under 
German 
law 
their two infant girls being under 6 
wauld remnin with the mother. 
Dr. Stinnes will renounce his Ger­ 
man citizenship, sell 
his 
beautiful 
villa in Berlin suburb and attempt to 
reach an agreement with his mother 
and brothers for a share in his fath­ 
er’s fortune. He plans to reinvest the 
proceeds in American enterprises not 
connected with coal, shipping or steel, 
in which his father was 
extensively 
interested. 
He stated today that he might land 
either in New York or San Frani-isco 
within a few’ months, but declined to 
say what business he would take up. 
He asserted plainly 
that 
his break 
with the rest of the family was com­ 
plete. 
He was 
especially 
bitter 
against his brother, Hugo, Jr., whom 
he openly attacked last week in con­ 
nection with the sale of the Vienna 
properties of the Stinnes estate. 


THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


was the deepening and widening 
of 
the mouth of the Mississippi River so 
that ships wishing to dock at 
New 
Orleans could have a direct path of 
entry. 
In the face of opposition 
of 
army engineers, the government con­ 
sented to Eads corv»tru< ting a series 
of jetties in order 
to 
harness 
the 
river. 
Here again th»- work was car­ 
ried out only after carefully devised 
plans had been thought out. 
After 
several years of work his now famous 
Mississppi 
jetties 
were 
completed 
which resulted in a deep and 
wide 
channel being cut to 
accommodate 
ocea-going ships. 
And now Eads became not only 
a 
noted Missouri engineer, hut one 
of 
the United States and the world. 
His 
advice and services were in 
demand 
verywhcre. 
In 1884 he was award­ 
ed the ‘‘Albert Medal by the Society 
for the Encouragement of Art, Manu­ 
facturing nnd Commerce”, of 
Eng­ 
land. 
Eads was the first 
American 
to receive this honor. 
Missouri’s ap­ 
preciation of his wor!. was shown in 
1877 when the University of Missou­ 
ri conferred on him an honorary LL. 
D. 
As an engineer and 
an 
inventor, 
Eads is one of the most remarkable 
men this state has produced. 
From 
the time he began selling apples, to 
when 
his 
great 
engineering feats 
were accomplished, the characteristic 
principle of his life was action, im­ 
mediate and 
unhesitating. 
With 
a 
three-year common school education 
and without a college education, Eads 
succeeded in making himself a lead­ 
er in engineering—a field that usual­ 
ly requires -years of training in a uni­ 
versity. 


A date worthy 
of commemoration 
in this week of Missouri history 
is 
March 8, the date on which James B. 
Eads, “the Napoleon 
of engineers”, 
died in 1887. 
Eads 
was 
bom 
in 
Lawrenceburg, Ind., May 23, 1820 and 
died at Nassau, New Providence, Ba­ 
hama Islands, Sixty-seven years lat­ 
er. 
Born of Welsh stock, Eads 
came 
to St. Ixmis with his parents at the 
age of thirteen. 
During 
his 
child­ 
hood he received only three years of 
education in the schools of Cincinnati 
and Louisville. Early in life he show­ 
ed a mechanical inclination and 
in­ 
genuity. and when fifteen 
years old 
made a minature 
steamboat 
which 
would operate. 
The Eads family 
landed 
in 
St. 
Louis 
in 1833, penniless—after 
all 
their possessions had been destroyed 
in a steamboat fire. 
James immedi­ 
ately went to work selling apples on 
the streets. I,ater he became a clerk 
in a merchandising house. 
Here he 
had access to the 
library 
of 
the 
owner of the store, Barrett Williams. 
At night he would 
diligently 
study 
mechanics, mcahinery ami civil engi­ 
neering. 
After five years as a store 
clerk, 
Eads became a clerk on a Mississippi 
river steamboat. 
In this employment 
he learned many facts about the riv­ 
er which were to he of the greatest 
aid to him in his work of later years. 
In 1842 Eads made his first 
note­ 
worthy invention—a diving 
hell 
to 
recover cargoes of sunken steamers. 
In the same year he 
formed 
a co­ 
partnership with Case 
and 
Nelson, 
hoat-huilders, for the purpose of re­ 
covering sunken ships and their car­ 
goes. 
With his earnings from this busi- 
iness, Eads in 1845 
built the 
first 
glass works in the Mississippi Valley. 
However, this venture was a failure 
so he returned to his former business 
of reclaiming sunken ships. 
After recovering from an illness of 
several years, in 1856 Eads proposed 
to the United States government 
to 
remove snags from 
the Mississippi, 
Missouri, Ohio and Arkansas rivers 
His proposition passed the House of 
Representatives, hut failed, for want 
of time, in the Senate. 
At the outbreak of the Civil 
War 
Eads was called to 
Washington 
by 
President Lincoln 
to 
discuss 
the 
practicability 
of 
using 
lightdraft 
iron-clad boats on the Mississippi and 
its tributaries in order to open these 
rivers to the Union. 
Kails not only 
advised such a plan, but he n.s also 
awarded the 
cnotract 
for 
building 
eigth boats in 100 days. This feat he 
accomplished—a 
remarkable 
one 
With this squadron having a speed of 
nine knots an hour, the Union captur 
ed Forts Donelson and Henry and Is 
land No. 10. 
In 1867 Eads 
began 
one 
of hi 
(greatest pieces of work—the building 
of the 
famous 
Eads Bridge. 
Thi 
arch steeled structure over the Mis 
sissippi at St. Ixmis was at that time 
the greatest bridge in the world. As 
chief engineer of the Illinois and St 
Louis Bridge Co., the company which 
built the bridge, Eads was responsi­ 
ble for its engineering a swell as its 
financial successes. 
During the sev­ 
en years required to build this struc­ 
ture, Ends met hundreds of problems. 
His mind solved them all. 
He invent­ 
ed machinery suitable 
to the work. 
His carefully thought out plans were 
executed and they were in turn 
re­ 
sponsible for the success of the enter­ 
prise. 
Eads' next great 
accomplishment 


The President’s 
Inconsistency 


In voting the McNary-Haugen hill 
President Coolidge said: 
“This 
so- 
called equalization fee is not a tax 
for the purpose of revenue in the ac­ 
cepted sense. It is a tax for the spec­ 
ial benefit of particular groups. 
As a 
direct tax on the vital necessaries of 
life it represents 
the 
most 
vicious 
form of taxation”. 
This is quite true. Yet while 
the 
President penned these words the ink 
was hardly dry on his proclamation 
raising the duty of pig iron by 50 per 
cent, the maximum increase permit­ 
ted under the flexible provisions 
of 
the Tariff Act. 
This higher duty 
is 
certainly not “for the purpose of rev­ 
enue in the accepted sense”; it is “a 
tax for the special benefit of partic­ 
ular groups”, particularly for the op­ 
erators of blast furnaces in the Pitts­ 
burgh district, the home of Mr. Mell­ 
on. 
They are entitled to tender con­ 
sideration, even if the cotton grow­ 
ers, corn growers and wheat growers 
do have to go a-begging. 
The President 
further 
denounced 
the equalization fee as “an employ­ 
ment of the coercive powers of 
the 
government to the end that certain 
special groups of farmers 
and pro­ 
cessors may profit temporarily ai the 
expense of other farmers and of the 
community at large”. 
A better 
de­ 
scription of his own use of the flexi­ 
ble tariff rates cannot be found; it is 
only necessary to substitute 
“manu­ 
facturers” for 
"farmers” 
and 
the 
cap fits. 
Mr. Coolidge has steadily insisted 
that there shall be no tinkering with 
the tariff by 
Congress, and yet 
he 
persists in tinkering with 
it on his 
own account. 
Step by step he 
has 
been revising the tariff upward while 
the consumers forget and are forgot­ 
ten. 
As the score now stands, there 
have been thirteen increases against 
two decreases. 
The 
duty 
has been 
lowered on live bob-white quail 
and 
on paint-brush handles. 
In the lat­ 
ter case the reduction 
was made at 
the request of an American manufac­ 
turer importing the handles from his 
own factory in Canada. 
In no case 
has the duty been lowered on a really 
competitive commodity 
even 
when 
the Tariff Commission 
has 
recom­ 
mended it as in the case of 
sugar 
New York World.

Permaneut and profitable systems 
of farming Include live stock, it Is 
pointed out by R. 11. Wilcox of the 
furrn organization and management 
department, 
college 
of 
agriculture. 
University of Illinois. 
Beef cattle, es­ 
pecially, make economical use of the 
feeds and other available production 
factors found on most farms. 
About 
80 per cent of the cost of fattening 
cattle Is made up of the farm-grown 
feeds that are uormally produced In 
a 
well-balanced 
rotation 
of crops. 
There need, therefore, be but little 
direct cash outlay in fattening cattle, 
other than the purchase price of the 
cattle. 
The crops of a good rotation 
furnish a well bulMnced ration for fut- 
teulug 
cattle. 
Corn and plenty 
of 
clover or alfalfa hay form the hasis 
for every well-balanced cattle feeding 
ration. 
These crops, upon the aver­ 
age, are fed to cattle at a profit. 
The winter-fed steer is not usually 
thought of as a farm scavenger, yet 
in a large degree that Is what he Is. 
after his appetite for corn has been 
satisfied. 
For, In addition to making 
a market of this corn, the steer also 
makes use of the farm roughages, the 
Idle time of men and horses during 
the winter and makes profitable use 
of much farm equipment that other­ 
wise would stand Idle. 
A rotation of corn, oats and clover 
with a yield of 50 bushels of corn, 45 
bushels of oats and two tons of clover 
bay to the acre will yield approximate 
ly three-fourths of a ton of grain and 
a ton and a half of roughage each 
year. 
There Isn't much of a market 
for rough feed other than hay, and In 
the long run it Is more profitable to 
feed all of these roughages on the 
farm. 
Beef cattle on winter feed In Illi­

By their natural ability to convert

A carload of steers will take about 
25o hours of man labor and 150 hours 
of horse labor In care and feeding. 
Probably much of this labor, where 
cattle are fed would have been wasted 
If no cattle were about, for upon many 
furms there Is enough family labor to 
take care of the cattle.
